If we look back into history, we find that j 
our niucii vaunted moral standards of today 
were cou.'^ider<jd gj'oss immora.lity not morel 
than fifty year.- ago. On going still farther back j 
we find that .standards of mortality differ with , 
the times, and that what is cou.sidered good and 
proper in one eia is frowned upon a.-s liighly 
inimo);ill in anothei-. 

Moral law.-^ are liie outward expren.sioji of 
our moral emotions, and the inconstancy of 
these is ea.si]y demonstrated. Jf a man is ruth- 
lessly shot down befoj-c our eyes. \sc become 
highly incen-sed and demand instant and severe 
punishment, of the prepetrator of the act. If, 
however, we read in the newspaper that a man 
was t^lv)^ in cold blood on the main street of 
Tiundietown wc .shrug our shoulder/î and pass 
on to tin; sport section. 

In giving moral judgment, therefore- it be- 
iiooves u.s to reflect as to Jiov. much of it is the 
product of rational deliljeration, and how much 
is due tp emotion and ignorance,
